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Publicity For Edmonton 


The obvious reason the city council 
keeps shying away from complete adoption 
of the brief prepared by Mayor Parsons’ 
committee on publicizing Edmonton is that 
the brief contains such a strange mixture 
of that which is good and that which is 
bad. 

What the committee appears to have 
forgotten more than hora 4 else, in most 
of its suggestions, js that the problem is 
not to sell Edmonton to Edmonton people 
but to sell Edmonton to people who don't 
know Edmonton at all, 

Thus, the adoption of characteristic 
costumes and the floodlighting of buildings 
and parks and the singing of a civic song 
may all provide a lot of fun for Edmonton 
citizens. > 

The floodlighting proposal is particu- 
larly valuable since Edmonton could make 
much better use of illumination to brighten 
the whole city. 

But to floodlight an Edmonton park 
doesn’t persuade a man in Toronto to 
establish a branch factory here. It doesn't 
persuade a man in Minneapolis to move 
here with his family. 

Even the employment of a slogan such 
as ‘Gateway to the North,” even if it is 


hallowed by 53 years of use or even 153 
years of use, has little sales value, 

If a man is thinking of opening a store 
here, he will be influenced by markets and 
labor conditions, not by a flashy slogan 
on the letter head. 

On one point, the committee has made 
an excellent and useful suggestion, That is 
in the proposal that an Edmonton publicity 
office should be opened in the Hast. 

Such an office would be able to sell 
Edmonton to the people who need selling. 

This entire project seems to have been 
inspired by the minor publicity secured 
by Calgary when people of that city ran 
around the East in cowboy hats and cooked 
sausages in front of Toronto’s city hall. 

All this circus business was amusing. 
But Calgary has been doing it for years 
and with what result? 

Calgary stands still. 

Edmonton, without the cowboy hats 
and sausages, has been growing at the rate 
of between 10,000 and 30,000 people a year. 

What Edmonton requires is sane and 
sensible and scientific promotion for in- 
dustries and people in all parts of the 
world, not a three-ring circus or slogans 
or songs or anything equally silly and un- 
profitable. 


Fatal and Unprotected Corner 


When two fatal traffic accidents occur 
on a downtown intersection within the 
space of a month, it is a reasonable as- 
sumption that the traffic rules governing 
that intersection are not sufficient to se- 
cure public safety. 

The corner of 97 street and 104 avenue 
ds that hazardous spot. 

On March 21, William Wallace was hit 
by a car on that spot and died. 

On April 9, Mrs. Joseph Shirlaw was 
also hit by a car on this corner and died the 
next day. 

This is more than coincidence. It is a 
traffic hazard that must be cleaned up. 

Several factors contribute to the peril. 

The first is the fact that 104 avenue 


jogs as it crosses 97 street and buildings on 
two of the corners block the view of those 
who would cross 97 street. 

The second is that southbound traffic 
on 97 street puts on speed to emerge from 
the subway as it approaches 104 avenue. 

The obvious remedy is a traffic light on 
this intersection. 

Until such a light can be installed, traf- 
fic on 97 street should be made to come 
to a full stop before intersecting 104 
avenue. 

At best, this is a bad and dangerous 
corner and when two traffic deaths in 
less than a month lend point to its danger, 
some early action is indicated. 


One Number For Emergency Calls 


Calgary is taking steps to establish a 
single telephone number for all emergency 
calls and Edmonton would be smart to, fol- 
low Calgary's example. 

It is planned, in the southern city, to 
set up a switchboard from which all emer- 
gency calls could be relayed to the proper 
departments of fire, police and utilities 
services. 

Any citizen in trouble will just have to 
dia] the number 100 and operators will do 
the rest 

In Edmonton, there are no less than 
eight numbers among which householders 
must fumble in an emergency

Now all this is cumbersome and con- 
fusing, particularly to a person rattled by 
something gone wrong. 

But everybody can remember a simple 
number, like 100, and it should be possible 
to dial such a simple number in order to 
report all sorts of emergencies 

If Calgary can do it, Edmonton can. 


Provision For Parking Essential 


It is difficult to understand why the 
provincial government, in planning a land 
titles building on 100 street and 102A 
avenue, should assume that somebody 
else is going to provide parking space for 
the cars whose owners do business in that 
building. 

The department stores provide their 
own parking space. 

One of the provisions of the Detwiler 
plan is that it provides parking space. 


There is no reason, then, why the pro- 
vincial government should be permitted to 
erect a building which, covering all the 
space on its property, will further congest 
the kerbs with parked cars. 


The building inspector’s department 
has done well to refuse to approve such 
plans, 


The Town Planning Commission cer- 
tainly should have something to say about 
it.

laws trespass on civil liberties 
of the individual citizen he can 
appeal to the courts and cause 
such unconstitutional laws to be 
declared invalid 

This extraordinary power of the 
American judiciary has made the 
federal constitution ,and especially 
the Bill of Rights, a dynamic in- 
Strument in the hands of the 
people. By invoking through the 
courts the guarantees of the Con- 
stitution an American citizen is 
in the unusual position of being 
able to fight for his personal lib- 
erties against the legislative and 
executive branches of the govern- 
ment themselves. 

To argue that a written Bill of 
Rights is impotent because that 
would make it easier to find 
“loop-holes” in the law is tanta- 
mount to arguing that we should 
have no written law at all. 

I agree with Stan Ross that 
vigilance is the only real guara- 
tee for freedom. But I say that 
vigilance includes a written Bill 
of Rights outlining the funda- 
mental liberties of every Can- 
adian citizen.

U.S. Policy Cannot 
Succeed In Germany 


The speech in London, April 
4, of John J. McCloy, U.S. high 
commissioner for Germany, set 
forth U, S. German policy: to 
counteract the pressure exerted 
by the USSR; prevent Germany 
from becoming again a menace; 
encourage a “truly democratic 
society,” maintain controls 
against revival of a German war 
machine; and create a united 
Europe, of which Germany must 
be a part. 


These things cannot be ac- 
complished. The program is a 
wish dream 


Germany can become a menace 
to the west only in military al- 
liance with the Soviets. In East- 
ern Germany, a Red Army is be- 
ing built. Mr. MeCloy cannot, 
therefore, tell U. S. how she can 
prevent the revival of a German 


war machine 
Nor can “Germany” join a 
United Europe. To effect this 


there would have to be a United 
Germany, and a United Europe 
for it to join. The latter is non- 
existent. The former is impos- 
sible without Russian consent, 
which will never be granted to a 
Germany determined to join the 
west. 

Politics is the art of the pos- 


sible. Impossibilist politics are 
none at all. 
France Opposed 
To One Germany 
Not all the Atlantic powers 


want a united Germany. France 
opposes restoration of the capi- 
tal in Berlin, and insists on the 
truncation of the Saar, 

The menace that Britain fears 
{s not military but economic—the 
competition of German industry. 
A “truly democratic’ Germany 
prevented from meeting its tre- 
rific economic problems by the 
fullest use of all possible re- 
sources, ts a contradiction in 
terms. Democracy equates with 
freedom, and only with freedom 

Russia wants a Communist 
Germany, united with the Soviet 
world, The latter is united un- 
der monolithle diselpline In 
the Kast there is a unity to join, 
Russia is creating the means to 
realize this goal: a party opera- 
ting in all zones, and a German 
army One cannot counteract 
this polley with air castles, 

But what of a German policy? 

As one emerges it will surely 
be nelther that of the West nor 
of Russia, nor be dictated by ide- 
ologies, but by the simple will 
to survive 

Statesmanship consists of an- 
ticipating logical developments 
Political suecess In international 
affairs acerues from associating 
one's policy with such develop 
ents as are most probable, if 


one's own se- 


compatible with 
curity, 


Put Ourselves 
In Their Place 


It is not so difficult to antici- 
pate what policy will emerge in 
the German mind if one has suf- 
ficient imagination -to pretend 
for a moment that one is a Ger- 
man—or an American faced in 
his own country with the identi- 
cal problems of the German. 


What goals would U.S. then 
project for itself? Obviously 
three 


1. To end the occupation 

2. To unite the nation 
» 3. To avoid being either the 
pawn or the battleground of two 
contending external powers 

The realization of point three 
also is the only conceivable road 
to international peace. 

Neither Russia nor the Atlantic 
powers can tolerate Germany as 
an appendage of the other, Nor 
can Germany, Western Germany 
cannot make any move which 
would withdraw her further from 
Eastern Germany and guarantee 
continuance of division. To join 
Western Europe would do just 
that. 


An Example 
From History 


No part of Germany can tol 
erate a west-east war. The strug 
sie for Germany is, however, the 
most likely in the world to pre 
cipitate that horror. 

Americans do not remember 
the Thirty Years War in a far- 
off century, but Germans do. I 
was fought by external powers 
over a then divided and helpless 
Germany, It ended with more 
wolves than men in Germany, and 
set back German development 
for a century. All Germans fear 
a repetition of that history; and, 
believe it or not, the policies of 
nations are nol made by con- 
Senital peace-loving or military 
characteristics, but by self-inter- 
est balancing alternatives. 

Germany must, therefore, seek 
peace and an end of the cold war. 

Only through an absolute and 
mutually protected neutrality 
can she achieve either peace or 
unity == and incidentally save 
peace for her conquerors. 

Therefore, I am convinced this 
will be Gernvan poliey, And if 80, 
U.S. should associate itself with 
it, in co-operative Sympathy,

CHURCHILL, Man., April 12.—(CP)—Famine is pos- 
ing a threat*to a segment of Canaas's Eskimo ee 


Hundreds of Eskimos—Canada 
has about 9,000 altogether—are re- 
Ported facing starvation in the 
Lake Ennadai and Padlei districts, 
590-400 miles northwest of here in 
the North West Territories. Food 
flready has been flown in to the 
most needy, 


RCMP Constable J. McCardle 
took off from Churchill early yes- 
terday in an RCAF plane with 
emergency rations for Eskimos liv- 
ing in the Ennadai district. He'll 
recommend whether they should 
be moved to another area. 


MIGRATION ROUTE 


The plight of the northern no- 
mads resulted from a switch in the 
fall migration route of the caribou. 
Generally, the Eskimos manage to 
restock their larders for the winter 
with caribou ineat. 

If Eskimos from Ennadai are 
shifted, their new location might be 
Neultin Lake about 125 miles south. 
A fish product plant is operated 
there and it might be possible for 
male Eskimos to obtain employ- 
ment to provide food for their 
families 

Other Eskimos at Padlei, a short 
distance north of Ennadai, also are 
reported short of food, Living with 
them is a missionary evangelist 
named Fredlund Bernard, The 
missionary and a_ trading-post 
manager are the only whites in the 
Padlei district.

FOR BEGINNERS—12 

We have been watching the play 
of a hand, and we are now up to 
the second play by North. The 
card at the top of the discard pile 
Is a seven, and North holds: 

A-A K Q-Q J-98 7-7 2 

North is able to take the discard 
pile because he can legally meld 
the top discard (a seven). He is 
not obliged to take the pile, but 
he is more than willing to do so, 

He does not begin by grabbing 
the seven. Before he can touch a 
single discard he must prove that 
ne has a right to the pile. He must 
put a legal meld on the table, and 
the discarded seven must fit that 
meld, 

North's first step, therefore, is 
to put down his pair of sevens. To 
take the discard pile for a first 
meid you must have a pair of 
natural cards that match the top 
discard. 

In addition, North must pu! 
down enough of a meld to meet 
the minimum count requirement 
of 50 points. Since the three 
scvens count 15 points (North is 
entitled to count the top card of 
the discard pile as part of the 
meld), North must produce at 
least 35 points more. 

North has a choice at this point. 
He may put down ace-ace-deuce 
or queen-queen-deuce The for- 
mer counts 60 points; the latter 
40 points. Either would be more 
than sufficient 

North has no real problem in 
making his mind up He puts 
down the queens and the deuce 
for reasons that will be discussed 
in the section for experienced 
players. 

Having put down queen-queen- 
deuce and seven-seven, North 
waits a second to let the other 
players see that he has made 4 
legal meld, Then he takes the 
seven from the discard pile to add 
it to the meld, and puts the res* 
of the discard pile into his hand 
If he chooses, he may now meld 
some of the cards he has jus! 
picked up 
FOR EXPERIENCED PLAYERS 


In the first part of this article 
we note that North takes the dis 
card pile to make his initial meld 
He must meld six cards to mak¢ 
the minimum count of 50 points 
but this does not bother him be 
cause he acquires a discurd pile 
of six ecards to replenish his hana 

One other point about the meld 
is worthy of note North mus! 
choose between melding ace-ace 
deuce and queen-queen-deuce He 
chooses to meld the queens even 
though they count 20 points less 
Why does he meld in this way? 

The reason is that North re 
members what has been discarded 
He can see only the top discard 
a seven, but he knows that the 
pile includes two other sevens, 4 
black three, and—most important 
of all—two queens 

In other words, @f North put 
down queen-queen- -«leuce he can 
count on adding two queens when- 
ever he wants to do so. If he puls 
down ace-ace-deuce, he may never 
get another ace ; 

Good canasta_ players avoid 
wasting wild cards. They try to 
use them in melds that have a 
good chance to become canastas 
and they avoid using them in 
minor melds that may or may not 
turn out well.

Italy’s Reds Fail 
To Stop U.S. Arms ° 


Shipment Unloaded Today 
Despite Threats Of Strikes 


NAPLES, Italy, April 12. 


—(UP)—The first American 


arms shipment to Italy was unloaded before dawn today and 
started on its way to army depots before the Communists 
could make good on their threats to stop it. 


The Communists called a general 
strike throughout Naples to protest 
the shipment but the equipment al- 
ready was moving out of the city} 
before the strike started at 10 a.m.| 
(6 a.m. MST), 

Powerful police forces protected 
stevedores who worked throughou: 
the night to load the 319 tons of 
artillery, small arms, ammunition 
and military stores into 35 freight 
cars, 

The arms arrived on the Ameri- 
can freighter Exilona shortly be- 
fore dark last night under a blan- 
| ket of secrecy imposed by the pro- 
western government of Premier 
Alcide De Gasperi. 

De Gasperi's government took 
}elaborate precautions to thwart 
any possible Communist violence 
protesting the arms shipment. Of- 
|ficials refused to disclose the port 


until the vessel was well inside 
Naples harbor. 


TREASON CHARGE 


Then they ordered the ship to 
dock at the Duchess of Aosta pier, 
where long lines of railroad cars 


yessel to unload. 

The Aosta pier was “militarized” 
last month to guard the departure 
of Italian troops to Somaliland in 
Northeastern Africa, It still was 
activated—under military jurisi- 
diction—when the arms arrived. 

The Italians thus followed the 
example set by the French govern- 
ment. The first shipment of 48 
American navy planes to France 
was unloaded within the protection 
of a naval base at Bizerte in North 
Africa early this month. 

De Gasperi’s government warned 
the Italian Communists that at- 
tempts to interfere with unloading 
the Exihona would constitute trea- 
son. This warning was backed up 
by hundreds of extra police and 
|Carabinieri who sealed off the 
Naples Harbor area. 


Indonesia 


Admits Rebel 
Holding City 


JAKARTA, Indonesia, April 12 
— (UP) — Rebel Capt. Abdul Azis 


|has not surrendered and still holds 
the city of Macassar’on Celebes 
Island, Indonesian government of- 
|ficials said today. 

Repudiating their own announce- 
ment of yesterday that the 26-year- 
old rebel had surrendered, the of- 
ficials admitted that the situation 
in Macassar had not changed since 
Azis’ pro-Federalist forces staged 
a swift coup last Thursday. 


GOVERNMENT DUPED 


| “Frankly, our whole government 
|was duped by reports from spel 
|sar that Azis had surrendered,” 

| high official said. 

| The reports led President Suk- 
jarno to cancel a proposed “last 
|chance” speech to the rebels last | 
night. 

The Sultan of Jogjakarta, who 
broadcast the rebel’s capitula- 
tlon last night in his role as 
minister of defence, had “no 
comment” today. 

The government had delivered} 
{an ultimatum to the rebels order- 
ing them to surrender by 2 p.m. 
|yesterday. But because of the con- 
fusion resulting from the false sur- 
render reports, the ultimatum was 

}extended until tomorrow.
